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DECISION TIME ON OVERRIDE 


$1.13 million Prop. 2% override vote for schools operating budget is Tuesday 


By Rebecca Piro 

More than 1,300 people stood 
during Town Meeting in April to 
support a $1.13 million override 
of Proposition 2% for school 
expenses. 

But none of that will count 
unless it’s approved Tuesday, June 
11, when the polls open at the 
Andover High School Field House 
and people line up to vote — 
secretly — on whether to perma- 
nently raise their taxes. 

Prop. 2 overrides require 
approval by Town Meeting and a 
ballot vote. The only other time 
Andover tried to pass an override 
for operating expense, in 1991, the 
motion was slammed by more 
than 5,000 people who voted over- 
whelmingly against it. 

Which way the vote will go this 
time is anybody’s guess. “I’m 
hearing a lot of passion on both 
sides of the issue,” says Town 
Manager Buzz Stapcezynski. “I 
can’t say it’s overwhelmingly for 
or against. In my mind, it’s too 
close to call.” 

Voters in all nine precincts will

Paying for dip at Pomps gets pricier 


A sticker for Andover’s hottest 
summer cool-off spot will cost 
almost twice as much as it did last 
year. 

The car-sticker cost for entry to 
Pomps Pond has jumped to $50 for 
this summer, compared to $30 last 
summer. 

Recreation director Kim Sta- 
mas said lifeguard salaries have 
gone up and that is the reason for 
this year’s increase. 

“The quality of guarding has 
improved. Most of our lifeguards 
are college-age, not high school, 
and you have to pay them. We 
can’t skimp on that,” she said. 

Wages start at $8 an hour for 
lifeguards and increase depending 
on a guard’s certification. Life- 
guards certified as water safety 
instructors make more money. 

Stamas stressed that safety is 
the top priority at Pomps Pond, 
where hundreds of Andover kids 
can be found cooling off and tak- 
ing swim lessons on any sunny 
summer weekday.

Andover Dems 


By Rebecca Piro 

The state Democratic conven- 
tion produced just what the major- 
ity of Andover’s delegates wanted 
— an endorsement of gubernatorial 
candidate Shannon O’Brien. 

The state treasurer finished an 
eventful day of trading, debating, 
and, finally, voting with a win of 
53 percent over Senate President 
Tom Birmingham’s 47 percent on 
Saturday at the Worcester Cen- 
trum. 

Thirteen of the 16 Andover del- 
egates who supported O’Brien at 
the town’s caucus in February 
voted faithfully for their chosen 
candidate, says Norma Villarreal, 
Town Democratic Committee 
chairwoman. Steve Grossman, 
businessman and former chairman 
of the Mass. Democratic Party, 
had the loyalty of the three 
remaining Andover delegates. 

“Every single person who was 
elected to represent their candidate 
stuck to their commitment,” she 
says. 

The day started early for the 
Andover delegation, some of 
whom struck out for Worcester at 
7 a.m. to get in the door by 10 a.m. 
Increased security and a crowd of 
5,000 attendees delayed the action 
from starting until 11 a.m. 

“The line of delegates was 
wrapped around the Centrum. It 
was unbelievable,” says Villarreal, 
who last saw security that tight at 
the national Democratic conven- 
tion she attended two years ago. 

Once delegates got in the door, 
however, most of them stayed 
there. With a tight race between 
Birmingham and O’Brien for the 
party endorsement, and with so 
many candidates vying for the 
needed 15 percent to get on the 
primary ballot, “no one dared 
leave,” says Villarreal. 

“The air was bristling with 
excitement. Every vote was so 
important,” she says. “We were 
suspended in the moment.” 

The results of the voting were

just as suspenseful. The first round 
of voting easily put O’Brien and 
Birmingham over the 15-percent 
mark, as many anticipated. Gross- 
man followed with 22 percent of 
the vote, and Robert Reich slid in 
with just less than 16 percent. 
Warren Tolman, the only Clean 
Elections candidate, fell signifi- 
cantly short after the first round. 
The second round, after candi- 
dates agreed to share their dele- 
gates, resulted in Tolman’s gain to 
28 percent, making him the fifth 
Democrat on the primary ballot. 

“Because he’s the Clean Elec- 
tions candidate, there was a sense 
that people wanted him in,” says 
Villarreal, “that he’s the good 
guy. 

Reich’s 15-percent victory was 
reason to celebrate for alternate 
delegate Debra Silberstein, who 
didn’t get to vote Saturday but 
enjoyed herself anyway. Many 
considered that the former US 
Secretary of Labor had disadvan- 
taged himself by jumping into the 
fray at the late date of Jan. 9. 

“He didn’t do any deals to get 
his delegates. He jumped in late,

he has never run for public office, 
he has no political machine,” Sil- 
berstein says. She and the other 
three alternates who support Reich 
left Andover at 6 a.m. wearing 
their Reich T-shirts and hats to 
drive to Worcester. 

“The voting was a bit disorga- 
nized, but the energy was wonder- 
ful. Reich gave the most passion- 
ate, wonderful speech out of any 
of them,” she says. 

Villarreal, an O’Brien support- 
er, is pleased that her pick was vic- 
torious. 

“She responds to the concerns 
of the people in a very personal 
way, but at the same time she 
brings a wealth of administrative 
experience in a time when the 
economy is a huge factor. I think 
she’s going to win.” 

O’Brien, who has made many 
stops in Andover prior to the con- 
vention, will be in town for a 
fundraiser in June, Villarreal says. 

Barry Finegold 
attended the convention, while 
State Sen. Sue Tucker was out of 
town for a family reunion, accord- 
ing to her aide. 
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Andoverites Anthony Stankiewicz and Norma Villarreal flank

Whether Andover approves or rejects a 
Proposition 24 override on Tuesday, its tax 
rate will continue to climb swiftly. The town 
manager says that even without an override 
this year, he can’t rule out that the town 
will need an override next year to maintain 
services. 

Such expected, continuing tax increases 
will further squeeze many residents who 
want to spend their retirement years here. It 
will make it even harder for this spring’s 
Andover graduates — both college and high 
school — to afford a home here. It will 
force additional tough decisions on school 
spending. 

So, what can be done? At least three 
things, all of which involve further attention 
to the budget after Tuesday’s vote: 

LEADERS must take a hard look at exist- 
ing expenses for possible cuts, and warily 
consider new proposals — particularly when 
it comes to long-term contracts. Roughly 70 
percent of the budget is related to salaries 
and benefits, and Town Meeting has given 
complete control of these agreements to 
Andover officials. 

THE TOWNSMAN can inform the public 
about where its tax money is going, so it can 
pressure leaders to make appropriate 
changes. We pledge that for the rest of this 
spring and into the summer we will contin- 
ue to scan expenses and report on them. For 
instance, 18 town employees are provided 
with take-home vehicles, in addition to their 
salaries. Twenty-three more employees 
receive a monthly travel allowance as com- 
pensation for using their car for town busi- 
ness. We’ll let you know why the town sees 
this as necessary. 

But it will be up to RESIDENTS to respond 
to this type of information. Often, residents 
will see the benefit in how their Aaa-rated 
town is spending its money. But sometimes 
they will not. Either way, those who pay 
town taxes and use town services must pro- 
vide reasoned feedback to both the town and 
the paper about what they consider impor- 
tant. 

As acommunity, we can determine what 
items are crucial and what can be pared to 
reduce tax increases. Let’s keep Andover 
great — and keep those who made Andover 
great in their homes.

From 
the time children 
are born, all par- 
ents wish for and expect futures of lim- 
itless possibilities for them. As the par- 
ent of a chronically ill child, it takes on a 
whole new meaning. 

Our oldest daughter, Amy, graduated 
from Andover High School Monday, yet 
she has never set foot in the door. In fact, 
she has been unable to attend school 
since fifth grade. She could not go to her 
prom and has never attended a school 
dance, driven a car or done things that 
most take for granted as normal parts of 
growing up. 

She has what is known as chronic 
fatigue syndrome (CFS) in the US, but 
has come to include also what has his- 
torically been known as myalgic 
encephalomyelitis in the rest of the 
world. CFS is a term coined in the US in 
1988 and has several case definitions. 
CFS describes a mixed population of 
patients with the central complaint of 
fatigue instead of the prominent, more 
specific (and debilitating) neurological 
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Foundation Inc. 


features of ME. 

Fatigue is not a disease, it is one 
symptom of many diseases of both 
physical and psychiatric origin as well 
as a normal physiological state. The 
prominent association of “fatigue” with 
psychiatric illness, particularly depres- 
sion, has caused many of the miscon- 
ceptions and wrongful attributions. 

The name chronic fatigue syndrome 
itself has contributed to the trivialization 
of the illness and lack of understanding. 
Mention CFS and a common reaction is 
“Oh, I think I have that too. Ha ha.’ It is 
impossible to communicate the clinical 
severity of any illness whose name 
merely denotes “tiredness.” 

Fatigue does not sound serious, nor 
does it sound like a “real” disease, and 
as a result has received too little atten- 
tion, funding and research. Fatigue does 
not sound “‘catching,” thus, sound, thor- 
ough epidemiological research has been 
lacking. It has somewhat remained 
mired in confusion, controversy and 
misconceptions that invariably occur in 
the absence of adequate, sound scientif- 
ic scrutiny. 

Medical history is replete with the 
tragedies of those whose diseases await- 
ed medical recognition — MS was 
referred to as hysterical paralysis and 


autism was attributed to “refrigerator 
mothers.” Semmelweis, one of the earli- 
est pioneers of asepsis, was ridiculed for 
cautioning surgeons to wash their hands 
— and it took the profession 50 years to 
“believe” in bacteria. 

The medical community is impatient 
by that which cannot be diagnosed in a 
test tube, and society has little tolerance 
for complex, chronic “unexplained” ill- 
nesses that cannot be cured by a pill or a 
positive attitude. Disbelief pervades the 
medical approach to conditions where 
the etiology remains elusive. This shifts 
responsibility to the patient to provide 
“proof of illness.” In the absence of the 
clear elucidation of its pathogenesis and 
the lack of diagnostic laboratory mark- 
ers, medical ignorance has masqueraded 
as a virtue. 

However, scientists are discovering 
numerous biological abnormalities that 
provide evidence of a “real” (physical) 
nature, even if none are yet specific 
enough to be considered as a diagnostic 
test. Dr. Anthony Komaroff, professor of 
medicine at Harvard Medical School 
and Chair of the CDC CFS Program 
Review Committee, wrote: 

“There is now considerable evidence 
of an underlying biological process and

Leaders should follow music

Editor, Townsman: 

As concerned citizens of Andover, we believe 
instrumental music is too important a part of our chil- 
dren’s education to be removed from the elementary- 
school day. We ask the School Committee 
to listen to its community and continue dis- 
cussion to save this indispensable program. 

It is not necessary or advisable that the 
School Committee defer to the superinten- 
dent of schools’ opinion on all issues.

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Superintendent explains 
decision on music program 


Editor, Townsman: 

As this community may have noticed, I do not 
often respond to comments about our schools o1 
about me as superintendent. I respect the fact that 
sometimes people will disagree with a direction | 
have taken. That’s OK. Disagreement and debate are 
important, and I welcome the discussion. I do feel 
the need, however, to respond to the subject of elim- 
inating from our budget elementary music lessons, 
because I need to clear up some misconceptions 

First, we are NOT eliminating music from the 
elementary schools, only the music lessons (which 
have involved about 16 percent of our elementary 
children). The music classes remain. Second, we are 
NOT eliminating any part of the music program 
from middle school; all of it will continue. Third, we 
do have plans in progress for a fee-based, after- 
school music lesson program for elementary stu- 
dents and will be communicating our plans to the 
parents this week. Actually, this program will enable 
some children to take lessons who have not been 
able to do so before. 

Why have we eliminated the music lessons from 
the elementary school day? Initially, the major rea- 
son was the budget. We made the difficult decision 
to eliminate elementary music lessons, along with 
intramural and extracurricular activities, from our 
budget instead of eliminating classroom teachers. 
Contrary to what some people have suggested, we 
did indeed have to make major cuts to the school 
budget. For these services to continue, parents will 
now have to pay fees. They also will have to pay 
athletic fees. We face some tough eco- 
nomic times. 

Parents have asked why we can't 
charge fees for the music lessons, but keep 
them within the school day. The Depart- 
ment of Education has informed us in no 
uncertain terms that we can’t charge fees 
for any program we offer during the 
school day. This does make some sense 
within the context of a free and public education. 

We also have another problem with the music 
lessons. When we were looking into the legality of 
charging fees during the school day, we learned that 
the way we have been scheduling elementary-music 
lessons did not meet “time on learning” require- 
ments. Our practice of pulling out children from 
their core courses (math, social studies, science, lan- 
guage arts, etc.) resulted in those children not receiv- 
ing the required minimum of 900 hours of core-cur- 
riculum instruction. The music lessons are optional, 
and no optional program can be counted as core 
That’s the law. Elementary schools in other districts 
have more than the minimum 900 hours, which 
enables them to provide the lessons during the day

minated because it is a pull-out). 
Finally, even though Bach states 
the cost is a secondary issue, we 
have suggested that to bridge this 
year’s financial crisis caused by 
the opening of the new schools, the 
performing groups could be held 
after school and be fee-based. Par- 
ents have also offered to collect 
donations to fund the program this 
upcoming year — similar to a PTO 
— in a fair and legal manner. How- 
ever, the cost of $130,000 repre- 
sents only 0.3 percent of the school 
budget and rightly deserves to be 
part of the budget, as it has been 
for at least 43 years. 

Many hours have been spent 
presenting material showing the 
benefits of instrumental music and 
that these students do not fall 
behind in school. In fact, studies 
show they score higher on both 
MCAS and SATs. Parents have 
sent countless testimonials in sup- 
port of the present program. How- 
ever, the superintendent refuses to 
budge; she wants elementary 
instrumental music out of the 
school day, even if it meets only a 
half-hour a week (a total of 18 
hours for the entire year). 

Trying to maintain our highly 
successful instrumental program 
after-school is virtually impossible 
and prohibitively expensive. The 
cohesiveness will be lost when 
instead of two string and two band 
teachers there would now be 
dozens of unrelated teachers (if 
teachers can even be found). Why 
destroy something that works so 


well? An after-school program dis- 
criminates against those who can- 
not afford the $650 to $1,400 for 
lessons or cannot attend after 
school hours. The quality and 
integrity of the elementary instru- 
mental program as we know it will 
cease to exist. 

One School Committee mem- 
bers’ fear of a “domino effect” 
(i.e., if we put your program in, 
then every one else will want their 
cut back in) will not occur if music 
is reinstated. No other budget cut 
totally eliminates a successful pro- 
gram. This is why no other “spe- 
cial interest group” has been 
attending School Committee meet- 
ings, as the music parents have, 
asking for its program to be rein- 
stated. 

In summary, we believe the 
School Committee should reflect 
the values of its community, even 
if it differs from that of the super- 
intendent. The superintendent is 
not “in charge” but is hired to offer 
advice and implement the direc- 
tives of the School Committee. In 
fact, the current School Committee 
Chairwoman Tina Girdwood led 
the initiative to maintain levels 2 
and 3 at the high school against the 
advice of the former administra- 
tion. Allow democracy to work 
properly! It can be done. Instru- 
mental music is too important to 
the citizens of Andover for it to 
wither away. Keep it where it 
belongs — during the school day.

similarly, our integrated arts block 
at our middle schools mean that 
students are not pulled out of other 
courses. Until we are able to 
extend the school day -at the ele- 
mentary level, we have to discon- 
tinue this practice, regardless of 
the finances. 

I know how disappointing this 
news has been to students and par- 
ents who have enjoyed this pro- 
gram. Yet, we must abide by the 
DOE’s directive, and yes, I agree 
that we should not pull a student 
out of a math class to take a clar- 
inet lesson. Quite truthfully, our 
classroom teachers have said for 
many years that the 400 children 
leaving their core classes every 
week has been a significant disrup- 
tion — both for the children in the 
program who miss instruction and 
assignments and for those children 
whose concentration is broken 
throughout the day by the coming 
and going of their classmates. In 
the last couple of weeks, many 
parents told us that they thought 
their children were taking lessons 


during “downtime.” There is no 
downtime in our classrooms today. 
Our children have rigorous curric- 
ular demands placed upon them 
and are subjected to challenging, 
high-stakes testing. Their teachers 
are challenged to squeeze into the 
day all our current, mandated cur- 
ricular requirements. This is not 
the program of 40 years ago when 
lessons came into the schools. 
Even so, do I think music 
lessons are important? Absolutely! 
Do I support having them offered 
during the school day? Yes, I do. 
But to do that we will need to 
expand the day, so that lessons are 
not in place of the core curriculum. 
Am I committed to looking for 
ways to expand the day? Yes. In 
fact, the School Committee and 
administration have had produc- 
tive discussions over the past year 
with our teachers on just this sub- 
ject. So, yes, let’s find the right 
way to bring this program back 
within the school day. Let’s work 
together — administration, teachers, 
and parents — on this goal.

Schools: Effect if override fails

For months the School Com- 
mittee and school administration 
have returned to three priorities 
that will suffer if the override does 
not pass. School Committee 
Chairwoman Tina Girdwood said, 
“(Eliminating) the 22 positions 
will definitely eat away at the 
three core principles we’ ve tried to 
maintain throughout the process,” 
namely, elementary class size, the 
middle-school concept and mak- 
ing 7.5 credits available to 
Andover High students. 

Superintendent Claudia Bach 
doesn’t have specifics on how the 
override will affect class size. The 
override failing means a loss of six 
existing classroom teachers. 
“Wherever we take the teachers 
those class sizes will go up by two 
or three students, probably,” said 
Bach. She mentioned High Plain 
Elementary as a school that could 
lose a teacher and said that West 
Elementary might lose more than 
one teacher. Teachers will be 
pulled from the schools and grade 
levels that currently have the low- 
est class sizes. “The majority are 
going to be from elementary and 
middle schools,” she said. 

“Just to cover ourselves,” Bach 
said that the 40 teachers who have 
not reached professional status, or 
have worked in Andover for less 
than three years, have received 
pink slips, notification that they 
may not have jobs in September. 
After the override vote and final 
decisions are made teachers who 
received the slips will be told 
whether they have a job to return 
to in September. That has some 
teachers wondering, “Should I be 
looking for a job?” and Bach said 
the schools could lose some teach- 
ers because of it. 

School Committee member 
Christopher Smith remarked at 
this week’s School Committee 
meeting that if enough teachers 
quit in anticipation of being laid 
off, “Maybe we won’t have to lay 
off anyone.” Member Gerry Gus- 
tus responded later that “there is 
no comfort in my mind” that that 
would happen. 


If override is voted down 


Here’s what 


The failure of the override will 
bring additional, painful for edu- 
cators and students, say education 
advocates. 

The budget knife will turn to 18 
more school employees, including 
an assistant principal, a guidance 
counselor and classroom teachers. 

Superintendent Claudia Bach 
said that 22 positions will be cut, 
and more than 17 people will lose 
Andover jobs. If the override does 
not pass, school officials also say 
they will trash a plan to hire four 
new full-time and one part-time 


The schools have listed the 22 
positions that will be cut if the 
override fails. 

“There is no chance that this 
will change,” said Gustus. He 
assured the public at the meeting 
that the cuts that the School Com- 
mittee and administration have 
advertised are not “scare tactics” 
and will indeed occur. “I assure 
you that those are the cuts we will 
make,” he said. 


Effect at middle schools 

Doherty Middle School Princi- 
pal Floyd McManus described the 
middle-school concept in his guest 
column in the School Committee 
newsletter, The Blackboard. His 
column stressed team teaching 
and extracurricular activities or 
opportunities for students to 
socialize. “Since each team 
teacher knows what the others are 
teaching,” he said, they are often 
able to handle the same topic in 
different subject areas. Team 
teachers, working along with 
guidance counselors and special 
needs teachers, can help identify 
the academic difficulties of stu- 
dents. 


Tina Girdwood wrote that user 
fees, the loss of a physical educa- 
tion teacher and the reduction of 
guidance counselors are some of 
the ways the middle-school con- 
cept would be threatened. 


High School effect 

Three years ago, the School 
Committee mandated that all 
Andover High School students 
should take 7.5 credits per year. 
The credits have been phased in 
since the committee made its deci- 
sion. Currently, freshmen, sopho- 
mores and juniors are offered 7.5 
credits, according to Principal 
Peter Anderson, but next year, 
“Without additional teachers 
we're not going to make it,” he 
said. Between 150 and 200 stu- 
dents will not be offered 7.5 cred- 
its without the additional staffing. 

But students require only 26 
credits to graduate. Students who 
receive 7.5 for four years have 30 
credits when they graduate. 
Anderson explained that offering 
more classes to students makes the 
students more attractive to col- 
leges.

Town officials are split on 
whether they will support the 
override, though more favor it 
than do not (see story, page 17). 

Some agree with school 
administrators and School 
Committee members that the 
funds are necessary to maintain 
the current quality of education 
and keep class sizes small. Oth- 
ers say voting against the over- 
ride is not a matter of voting 
against students, but standing 
up for residents already strug- 
gling with large tax bills, fixed 
incomes or job insecurity in a 
tough economy. 

If the $1.13 million override 
does not pass, Superintendent 
Claudia Bach says she'll have to 
cut 22 positions and 17 people 
will lose their jobs, including 
elementary school teachers, an 
assistant principal, media assis- 
tants and middle school teach- 
ers, guidance counselors, physi- 
cal education staff and special 
education teachers. She will not 
hire the four and a half teaching 
positions for the high school, as 
previously planned. 

“There is no chance that this 
will change,” says School Com- 
mittee member Gerry Gustus. “ 
assure you that those are the 
cuts we will make.” 

Even if the override is passed 
Tuesday, the schools will lose 
six full-time and three part-time 
positions, just to balance the 
budget.

tee stated that, “Without the 
override the quality of 
Andover’s education is at risk 
due to the elimination of teach- 
ers, textbooks and educational 
services.” The crux of their 
argument is that Andover 
spends less money on schools 
than communities with lower 
per capita incomes and property 
values, but that Andover stu- 
dents achieve above-average 
performance. 

The No Override Ballot 
Question Committee’s latest 
campaign literature argues that 
voting for the override raises 
taxes permanently and creates 
the need for an override in 
2003. SOS says that without the 
override Andover schools can't 
keep their current level of qual- 
ity. The No Override Commit- 
tee says that the $4.3 million 
budget increase already sup- 
plied to the schools maintains 
excellence. 

While SOS points out stats 
and percentages comparing 
Andover students and spending 
to other towns, the No Overnde 
Committee compares 
Andover’s school spending 
increases in the past three years. 

SOS states that of the 351 
communities in Massachusetts 
Andover ranks 14 in property 
value, 22 in per capita spending 
and 151 in per pupil spending. 
The No Override Committee 
says that Andover’s 2002 - 2003 
school budget grew by 9.3 per- 
cent, but that there will only be 
15 new students next year. 

Regardless of what happens 
with the override vote, the 
superintendent intends to turn 
elementary instrumental music 
lessons into an after-school pro- 
gram.

Voting yes 


She moved here for 
current school system

Julie McLaughlin has two 
children at Bancroft Elemen- 
tary and she supports the over- 
ride. 

“My husband and I moved 
here three years ago and the top 
reason was the quality of the 
schools,” she said. McLaughlin 
researched Andover’s schools 
before moving to town, and she 
found that for a town with 
schools ranked in the top 20 in 
the state, Andover spends less 
money than schools in the top 
10. 

“Andover gets a lot of results 
for the money it spends. There 
isn’t a lot of waste,” she said. 

McLaughlin sees the need 
for the override. She cited over- 
crowding at Bancroft. “I truly 
believe they need the money. 
It’s a reasonable amount con- 
sidering they are opening two 
new schools.” she said. “The 
amount they are asking is very 
small.” she said. McLaughlin 
also sees the school system 
tightening its belt. Her daugh- 
ter started violin lessons as part 


of the in-school elementary 
strings program that the super- 
intendent plans to alter next 
year. 

“She had a good experience 
and takes private lessons now,” 
she said. It is an introductional 
opportunity she would have 
liked her son to have. “I’m very 
sorry to see that (program) go. 
It made it a lot more affordable. 
It gives anyone a chance to try 
it,” she said. 

The issue isn’t one that will 
cause McLaughlin to vote 
against the override. “It would- 
n’t be something I would con- 
sider,’ she said. She supports 
other parents’ right to do so. 

“I can understand why they 
are angry. I commend them (for 
their efforts),” she said. 

McLaughlin likes the feel of 
the schools. When she was 
moving into town and looking 
at the different schools, people 
told her not to worry which 
school her children attended 
because they were all good, she 
says. “There’s a pride in 
schools here,” she said. 


Voting no 


Given economy, job market, 
recruiter 


time is not now, says

Now is not the time for 
Andover to shoulder an override of 
Proposition 24, says Salem Street 
resident Bill Josephson. He plans 
to vote “no” at the polls Tuesday, 
not only for himself and his fami- 
ly’s welfare, but for the many resi- 
dents he says are also struggling. 

“T think there are a lot of people 
in Andover that are hurting now, 
but are hurting quietly,” he says. 

The economy is leaving many 
residents jobless or nervous about 
losing their jobs - which makes 
the thought of a $1.13 million 
override, on top of their bills and 
already high property taxes, a big 
WOITY. 

As president of William James 
Associates, a recruiting company 
that places candidates in informa- 
tion technology jobs at companies 
like Fidelity and StateStreet Bank, 
Josephson has got his finger on the 
pulse of the job market. 

“Corporate America is cutting 
their budgets to the bone,” he says. 
“They’re only spending on mis- 
sion-critical projects. They’re only 
hiring if they absolutely need that 
person.” 

Josephson is on the phone with 
these companies every day, listen- 
ing to their projections that the sit- 
uation will get much worse before 
it gets better. “What they tell me is 
they have no tangible plans to hire 
for the foreseeable future,” he says. 
“I know of people out of work 
since last September. They’re 
scratching and scrounging to get 
an interview, let alone a job offer.” 
Morning coffee chats with his 
Andover mailman only confirm 
what Josephson is seeing on the 
business end. “He told me he’s 
delivering more unemployment 
checks now than ever,” Josephson 
says. 

Besides getting a bird’s eye 
view of the situation, Josephson’s 
company itself is feeling the rami- 
fications. His business has shrunk 
70 to 80 percent since April 2001. 
The last person he placed in a job 
was three weeks ago. 

But that doesn’t mean more 
free time for this husband and 
father of two. He’s trying to make 
up for his lost revenues by working 
double time. 

“I’ve worked three and four 
times harder as a response. [I’m 
working 30 to 40 percent longer 
every week,” he says. 

That means his family sees less 
of him, and he’s given up coaching 
basketball and baseball. “I told 
them I just didn’t have the time,” 
he says. 

“We've cut back in terms of

spending as a family. No vacations 
this year. No vacations last year. 
You’re paying your bills, repairing 
your car. No extras.” 

Josephson’s objections to the 
override are not purely economi- 
cal. As a person who spent two 
years heavily involved in the 
Andover school system — includ- 
ing two unsuccessful runs for 
School Committee and rallying 
support for the additions to 
Andover High and South and San- 
born elementary schools - 
Josephson disagrees with the sys- 
tem’s decisions on how to spend 
its money. He pulled his children 
out of Andover schools some years 
ago and enrolled them at St. 
Michael’s in North Andover for a 
more “traditional” education. 

“What I see (in Andover) is a 
lot of money being spent for non- 
basic programs, whether it be 
ceramics or photography. If we 
only have a limited amount of 
money to spend, I'd rather them 
shore up on the basics, like math 
and science,” he says. 

If approved, the $1.13 million 
override will add between $80 and 


$100 to the Josephsons’ property 
tax bill. That may not sound like 
much — but Josephson is mindful 
of the extra state taxes that legisla- 
tors might lump onto residents’ 
bills this year to ease the Com- 
monwealth’s growing deficit. 
Josephson also sees this year’s 
override, if passed, as an open invi- 
tation for more and more overrides 
in the future. For him, it all adds up 
to what could become a very grim 
picture. 

“How many more taxes can 
people assume? (An override) will 
make it more difficult for them to 
provide for and support a family. I 
feel it. I know other people feel it,” 
he says. 

If corporate companies contin- 
ue their hiring freeze in the infor- 
mation-technology department, he 
may have to consider switching his 
recruiting target to a different field. 

“There’s always a chance that 
you can be forced to leave 
Andover,” he says. “When things 
are bad, and they’re not going to 
get any better any time soon, you 
start to think, ‘How long can we 
survive this?””

\PPRAISALS 
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A look at overrides here and in other communities 


By Rebecca Piro 

Next Tuesday is an historic day 
for Andover, as residents will 
assemble to vote on the first over- 
ride of Proposition 2% since the 
town’s last — and only other - 
override attempt in 1992. 

Yet, numbers show that 
Andover is not alone. Its attempt 
to pass an operating-budget over- 
ride is part of a state-wide trend, 
as many communities, facing bud- 
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Tool for growing communities? 
Prop. 2 was established in 
1982 as a way to curb the amount 
of money that communities could 
raise property taxes from year to 
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growth. An override is a tool that 
allows voters, by a Town Meeting 
vote and a ballot vote, to perma- 
nently raise the levy limit over and 
above that 2.5 percent. 

When Andover schcol officials 
came up short trying to balance 
their operating budget for next 
year — saying they needed more 
money to adequately fund special 
education and operating costs — 
officials proposed a $1.13 million 
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override as a solution. 

But at Town Meeting, some 
town and school officials differed 
as to the town’s best financial 
interest. Four out of five School 
Committee members at Town 
Meeting supported the motion, 
saying the schools would suffer, 
class sizes would increase and 
teachers would be cut. Fees would 
have to be charged for some pro- 
grams no matter what. Two out of 
five selectmen voted against the 
override, pointing to the slumping 
economy and residents already 
struggling with bills, fixed 
incomes and job insecurity. Three 
other selectmen voted in favor, 
with Selectman John Hess calling 
the override a “mechanism” for 
growing communities, not some- 
thing to shy away from. 

Finance Committee Chair- 
woman Joanne Marden voted in 
favor of the motion. For months, 
members of that advisory commit- 
tee offered this message: residents 
can have the programs they want, 
but only if they were willing to 
spend the money. 

Town Meeting overwhelming- 
ly approved the override with a 
vote of 1,366 to 692. The extra 
taxes won’t go into effect unless 
voters affirm that decision at the 
polls Tuesday. 


Trend of the times 

This year, Andover will join a 
number of communities turning to 
the help of an override to balance 
their budgets. 

A rising wave of attempted 
overrides in Massachusetts com- 
munities coincides with the health 
of the economy, according to the 
Department of Revenue. 

The number of override 
attempts was higher in the mid- 
’90s. More than 300 communities 
tried to surpass the limits of Prop. 
2 1/2 in 1994, according to the 
state. But as stocks and sales 
flourished into 2000, the number 
of attempts shrank. Communities 
enjoyed higher revenues from 
excise taxes and higher property 
valuations, as residents had more 
money to spend. The lowest num- 
ber of attempted overrides was 33 
in 1999. 

Things changed when the 
economy’s tide turned for the 
worse in 2000 and 2001. The 
stock market fell and jobs were 
suddenly few and far between. 
Consequently, communities’ rev- 
enues were also less — making it 
more difficult for them to maintain 
their current services and operat- 
ing budget within the limits of 
Prop. 2 1/2. The number of over- 
ride attempts jumped to 81 in 
2001. While the number of com- 
munities looking for an override 
this year aren’t yet available, 
Andover is certainly not alone. 


How much will residents pay? 

Andover’s quest for $1.13 mil- 
lion falls somewhere in the middle 
of what other Aaa-rated commu- 
nities have asked for in the past 
two decades to boost their general 
operating budgets. 

Out of eight communities, 
Cambridge asked for the most 
money in 1983 — $10.2 million, 
which voters approved. In 1991, 
Newton tried for $5 million, 
which failed. Lexington won $3.4 
million last year. 

Weston, on the other hand, has 
repeatedly asked its residents to 
approve overrides of $800,000 or 
less. Its most recent override 
attempt was last year, a successful 
vote for $590,000. 

The last time Andover put the 
override question to the voters, in 
1991, it failed with 5,311 to 2,826. 
This year’s override, if approved, 
will add $81 to the average home- 
owner’s property tax bill, with the 
average home valued at $353,000. 
Even without the override, the 
average homeowner will see an 
extra $357 on the tax bill, for the 
$105 million base budget voters 
approved at Town Meeting in 
April. 

But if voters approve this year’s 
override, does that open the door 
to more spending and more over- 
rides in years to come? 

Andover officials disagree (see 
story, next page). While many 
selectmen say it is too soon to say 
how, and if, this year’s override 
vote will have a significant effect 
on next year’s numbers, Select- 
man Brian Major warns that an 
override this year will mean a $2.6 
million deficit — requiring a $2.6 
million override — next year. 

Finance Committee Chair- 
woman Joanne Marden disagrees, 
saying that at this point, it’s just as 
plausible that Andover will need a 
significant override as the possi- 
bility that it won’t. 

The track record of other com- 
munities may be an indication of 
Andover’s chances. 

According to the state Depart- 
ment of Revenue information, 
seven Aaa-rated communities like 
Andover have approved Proposi- 
tion 24 overrides. 

Weston has asked for, and won, 
11 overrides for its general operat- 
ing budget in the past two 
decades, though none of them 
were for more than $800,000. 
Cambridge won two overrides in 
1983, one for $10.2 million and 
another $5.1 million. 

Out of the five Aaa communi- 
ties that attempted overrides for 
general operation in the past two 
decades, and won, four of them 
came back for more money in fol- 
lowing years. Only Brookline did 
not return to ask for another. 

Wellesley has approved the last 
five overrides it has sought, all for 
less than $750,000. 
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Officials differ on whether to support override

Town leaders, at least those 
who are talking, are split as to 
their support for the $1.13 million 
tax override to be decided Tues- 
day, though more seem in favor of 
one than not. Those who prefer to 
keep their poll vote private were 
also split in terms of their April 
Town Meeting votes. 

Selectman Mary Lyman is pre- 
pared to vote next week. “I’m in 
favor of it,’ she says decisively. 
“At this point, I do believe the 
schools would suffer without the 
override.” 

Lyman is a former School 
Committee member and has three 
kids in the schools. She would 
have “preferred if last year people 
had held back and listened to the 
Finance Committee,” and kept 
more money in the stabilization 
budget to help offset the cost of 
opening the new schools. Given 


the way the votes turned out, 
Lyman says voters need to step up 
to the plate and support the over- 
ride that they were warned would 
come. “With that choice, I’m not 
surprised that we are in need of it,” 
she says. 

Selectman John Hess is also 
clear-minded about his override 
decision. “I'll be voting on Tues- 
day in favor of the override,” he 
says. “I think that the costs of 
opening the new schools are twice 
the amount of the override, so I 
think it’s worthwhile.” 

School and town officials have 
talked for years about setting aside 
enough money to open the schools 
this September. While the predict- 
ed cost has risen from $1.3 million 
to $2.2 million, residents also 
voted to use money some officials 
say should have been set aside for 
the opening for other purposes. 
Selectman Brian Major, who 


Official pro-override 
and anti-override groups 
make final pitches

Voting day is almost here. With 
five days until the special election 
on whether to approve a Proposi- 
tion 24 override, pro- and anti- 
override camps are jostling for 
votes. Volunteers are putting up 
signs, handing out pins, making 
phone calls and mailing campaign 
literature. Each group will have 
signs at the polls. 

Support Our Students Ballot 
Committee has rolled out the big 
guns. They have sent out two 
mailings since. their inception 
before Town Meeting and are 
planning a third, a postcard to 
remind people to get out to vote as 
well as an advertisement in the 
Andover Townsman. The group 
reported donations amounting to 
$6,202.71 to the town clerk’s 
office. That money has been spent 
on printing, postage and the cost 
of advertising in the newspaper. 

The anti-override committee to 
“Keep Andover Affordable” has 
made some more signs and hopes 
to send a selective mailing by the 
end of this week. The group 
reported spending $85 to the town 
clerk’s office and they hope to 
send their mailing to 500 resi- 
dents, or to however many people 
they can until their funds run out. 

The last group to enter the 
debate, the No Override Ballot 
Question Committee, boasts larger 
funds than KAA. They reported 
$448 to the clerk’s office and have 
also spent money on printing Costs 
and newspaper advertising. They 
plan to offer people rides to the 


polls, said spokesperson Susan 
Dalton. 

In the final week, each group 
also made statements to the 
Townsman. Thyra Sherman of 
SOS is holding her breath for 
Tuesday. “We think the vote will 
be very close.” She spoke to those 
who have said they support the 
students but not the override: “If 
you’re for the schools and for the 
students you've got to be for the 
override.” She said that parents 
needed to share their part of the 
burden. “It’s appropriate for par- 
ents to pay fees, that’s fair and 
correct,” she said. 

Dalton, former chairwoman of 
the selectmen and School Com- 
mittee and also head of the No 
Override committee believes that 
comments from the School Com- 
mittee and override proponents 
have tried to upset the community. 
She said that the message has 
been, “If you don’t (support the 
override) it’s going to destroy the 
Andover School System.” 

“You shouldn’t skew the infor- 
mation to such an emotional 
level,” said Dalton, who added 
that when she served on the 
School Committee that wouldn’t 
have happened. She stressed that 
the school budget is increasing by 
more than 9 percent without an 
override for an increase of 15 stu- 
dents. 

Bunny Downs of KAA says 
that her group has seen an out- 
pouring of support since her group 
surfaced. She said they have 
received “enthusiasm, both by 
young people and old people.” 


appealed to voters last year to 
keep money in the stabilization 
fund to open the new schools, had 
predicted the town would need an 
override if it didn’t plan better.

port of Article 5, the override, at 
Town Meeting in April.

Looking to next year’s budget 


By Rebecca Piro 

With the override vote sched- 
uled for Tuesday, parties for and 
against the $1.13 million tax 
increase are focused on the imme- 
diate future. But some town offi- 
cials are warning voters to remem- 
ber that next year’s budget — with 
its own headaches - isn’t far 
behind. 

“You've got to look at what will 
happen in the future,” says Select- 
man Brian Major. He’s urging res- 
idents to vote against the override, 
not just because he doesn’t think 
the town can afford it this year, but 
because he says it will mean an 
even steeper deficit next year. 

Major is predicting a $2.5 mil- 
lion hole in the budget next year 
no matter what. To get to that fig- 
ure. he’s adding up level-funded 
state aid and labor costs, among 
other factors. If voters approve an 
override Tuesday, he says, they’Il 
up that figure to $2.6 million — 
with the extra $100,000 coming 
from wage increases and health 
insurance for the extra staff the 
override funds will pay for. 

“We're not taking into account 
the cost of doing business in future 
years,” he Says. 

With deficits that big; Major 
sees only one end result — another 


’ override in Andover’s future. 


“Tt’s not that hard to predict,” he 
says simply. “I made that predic- 
tion last year” 

Joanne Marden, chairwoman of 
the Finance Committee, was part 
of last year’s round-table conver- 
sations When she discussed with 
Major about the inevitability of an 
override vote this year. That pre- 
diction came true. Still, she won't 
venture a guess as to what could 
happen next year as a result of this 
override vote. 

“I like people to be realistic, to 
realize that it’s very likely there 
could be problems. But I don’t 


think it does anybody any good to 
just try and scare people,” she says. 

Marden, who voted in favor of 
the override at Town Meeting, says 
next year’s revenues and expendi- 
tures are too much of a question 
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While some officials say 
there’s no way to know if a 
future override will be need- 
ed, one selectmen believes 
people will need signs such

mark to guess at until September. 
She says Major is estimating too 
conservatively when it comes to 
revenues. 

As to whether this year’s over- 
ride vote, if passed, will guarantee 
a need for future overrides, Mar- 
den won’t guess. “It’s one possible 
scenario, but there are others too. I 
don’t like to make a definitive 
statement now, because I know 
I’m going to be wrong.” 

Town Manager Buzz Stapezyn- 
ski is anticipating a big turnout at 
the polls Tuesday, much like 
Andover’s last, and only other 
override vote in 1992, when more 
than 8,000 residents voted. But, 
like Marden, he won’t anticipate 
Tuesday’s significance on next 
year’s budget. 

“By September we should have 
a real good picture of estimated 
revenues for next year,’ says a cau- 
tious Stapczynski. But he has been 
known to take a wager. Earlier this 
year he refused to knock his pro- 
posed budget down to anticipate a 
10-percent cut in state aid, as legis- 
lators warned him to. 

After this year’s struggle, 
Selectman Mary Lyman is nervous 
about what next year’s budget talks 
will look like. 

“There will be an impact (from 
this override vote),” she says. 
Lyman, too, is curious to see what 
the state aid numbers look like, but 
she doesn’t want to waste time 
before officials start planning for 
next year. “You don’t have to be a 
rocket scientist to figure out that 
one thing leads to another,” she 
says. 

The sooner officials sit down 
together the better, says Major, 
who doesn’t want to wait until 
summer vacation is over before 
digging back into the budget. 

“We owe it to the townspeople 
to put this good work in now,” he 
says.

Andover man dies 
in police custody 


Investigation into ‘medical problem’ 


By Rebecca Piro 

An Andover resident, well- 
known to Andover police, died 
Wednesday morning of a medical 
complication while in the depart- 
ment’s custody. 

The sudden death is still under 
investigation at this time, and 
police had not released the prison- 
er’s name or age as of noon on 
Wednesday, Townsman press time. 

It is unknown at this time what 
offenses the male had been arrest- 
ed and charged with. 

Officers responded to an 
Andover residence Wednesday 
morning after 6 a.m. They placed 
a male resident, who was not a 
minor, in custody and transported 
him back to the police station, 
says Chief Brian Pattullo. 

Officers put the male directly 
into a cell to hold him during the 
booking process, as he was being 
“combative,” Pattullo says. 


“Because he was known to us, 
he was placed right in the cell. He 
was being combative... and the 
officers were trying to take care of 
their own injuries (that they had 
suffered while apprehending 
him),” says Pattullo. 

Within the first few moments 
of being in that cell, Pattullo says 
the male suffered a “medical prob- 
lem.” 

The police regularly monitor 
the holding cells with video cam- 
eras and by checking in with the 
prisoner personally, Pattullo says. 
Officers were aware of the prob- 
lem immediately and called EMTs 
to the scene. The male was trans- 
ported to Lawrence General Hos- 
pital where he was pronounced 
dead. 

The incident is under investiga- 
tion by the Andover police depart- 
ment and the Essex County dis- 
trict attorney’s office.

called the station for help. He says 
he spoke with a deputy, firefight- 
ers drove up the hill a few hundred 
feet and raised their ladder to help 
hang the flag. 

“We did it at 10 in the morning. 
The apparatus was already out- 
side,” said Doherty. “The thing 
took 4, 5 minutes and off they 
went.” 

Doherty said he was told about 
the grievance by the fire chief. 

The grievance did not come as 
a surprise to the town manager. 

“We were told at the last bar- 
gaining session when things broke 
down that there would be griev- 
ances coming, and it’s unfortunate 
this had to be the first one,” says 
Town Manager Buzz Stapezynski. 

The town manager said he 
would be meeting with the union 
to discuss the issue. 

Cuticchia says the union wants 
to know if trucks are going to be 
pulled out of service for things 
such as installing flags. 

“The grievance is generally that 
they — they being the town — didn’t 
follow the contract relative to 
putting up flags. Is this going to be 
what the town will attempt to do 
normally?” says Cuticchia. 

“We have concerns about the 
safety of the firefighters, the safe- 
ty of the citizens of the town. The 
vehicles shouldn’t be used for 


anything other than (firefighting),” 
he says. 

The grievance comes about two 
weeks after firefighters went to 
selectmen to note their service to 
the town and their displeasure 
with 16 months of failed negotia- 
tions on a new contract. The fire- 
fighters said Stapezynski indicated 
that they had reached a tentative 
agreement about six weeks ago, 
but Stapczynski later backed away 
from the deal. Cuticchia says this 
has made union believe it cannot 
trust those in charge of the fire- 
fighters. 

“Now everything has to be 
done in an official manner. We 
have to do it by the book. Given 
that set of circumstances, we've 
lost faith in what the management 
has to say,” he says. “We do 
unusual, sometimes difficult 
things. It’s important to know that 
the people in charge of you have 
your best interest at heart. 

“(The veterans memorial flag 
assistance) may be completely 
legitimate,” he says. “We need to 
know officially now. We can no 
longer walk into the chief’s office 
or the town manager’s office and 
say, ‘What’s up with this?’ 
because they don’t follow their 
word.” 

Cuticchia says he has “faith in 
John Doherty.” 


“I’m very grateful for the help,” 
says Doherty. 

“T’m a little chagrined that they 
chose to involve me at all. They've 
been good to me and I like to think 
I’ve been good to them,” he says. 
“It’s some dispute with the town.” 

The grievance was described as 
an uncommon move by one public 
safety official. “It’s unfortunate 
they’re using something that’s 
connected with recognition of vet- 
erans for furtherance of their con- 
tract negotiations,” said Brian Pat- 
tullo, Andover police chief. 

“When it comes to providing 
services for other departments, 
that’s what we’re there for,” he 
says. “It would be more appropri- 
ate to use other venues or other 
circumstances to further their 
cause.” 

“We do multiple things in 
town, volunteering all the time. 
This isn’t a matter of not wanting 
to help someone,” says Cuticchia 
“This is not knowing what their 
intentions are.” 

“The firefighters have always 
been there and I know that they 
will continue to be there. We have 
an outstanding department,” says 
Stapezynski. “They have a great 
reputation for being team players 
and helping out.”

Editor, Townsman: 

As a mother of five children, 
three of whom have already par- 
ticipated in Andover’s very suc- 
cessful elementary instrumental 
music program, I was dismayed 
by our School Committee’s adher- 
ence to Claudia Bach’s seeming 
agenda to defeat music in the 
Andover School System. Con- 
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cerned parents met with Claudia 
Bach a couple of weeks ago and 
presented her and the School 
Committee with tangible evidence 
of the benefits of an instrumental 
music curriculum during school 
hours, and yet neither Bach nor 
the majority of the School Com- 
mittee seemed to listen or compre- 
hend the enormity of slashing this 
43-year-old program. 

The instrumental music lessons 
are the one part of our curriculum 
that link our entire community: 
West, Bancroft, South, Sanborn, 
Doherty and Andover High 
School. The concert that our won- 
desful instructors were able to give 
us thanks to our students was 
superb, and I’m sure the two com- 
mittee members and the two prin- 
cipals who were present would 
agree. In this year above all, 
fraught with terrorist attacks, and 
parents killing each other over ath- 
letic contests in the Greater 
Boston area, we should know bet- 
ter than to dismantle a program 
that brings so many people togeth- 
et. 

And in addition to linking our 
schools and families, this 43-year- 
old program fosters cultural 
understanding and sharing. This is 
a program where students work 
together toward a shared goal: cre- 
ating a piece of music to share 
with all age groups. 

By removing these lessons that 
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encourage students to strive for 
academic excellence across the 
curriculum, our school adminis- 
trators are taking away a valuable 
teaching tool, valuable from a 
variety of viewpoints in that it 
teaches children listening to each 
other they can aspire to greater 
accomplishments: 

* giving students an increased 
motivation to learn; 

¢ better attendance among stu- 
dents; 

¢ increased graduation rates; 

¢ improved multicultural under- 
standing; 

¢ renewed and invigorated fac- 
ulty; 

¢ more highly engaged stu- 
dents; 

¢ development of a higher order 
of thinking skills, creativity and 

problem solving ability; and 

* greater community participa- 
tion and support. 

If we keep the instrumental 
music lessons in the elementary 
schools, we have so much to gain 
as a community. If we drop 
instrumental music, we will lose a 
lot. Members of the School Com- 
mittee, please reconsider your 
vote.

It is 
encouraging that advances in tech- 
nology and new PCR and molecu- 
lar medicine techniques can now 
detect errors of metabolism, 
defects in anti-viral pathways and 
novel infectious agents which pre- 
viously could evade the immune 
system and remain undetected 
within cells. 

Amy once said, “I do not want 
sympathy, just understanding.” 
Unfortunately these patients have 
received very little of either. 
Increasing understanding and 
awareness could go a long way 
toward ending the stigma, preju- 
dice and disbelief, all of which 
have compounded patients’ suffer- 
ing. 

Nothing can get back what she 
has lost, but, as difficult as this has 
been, we have been fortunate in 
many ways. Many children with 
CFS fall through the cracks, since 
school systems are ill-equipped to 
accommodate their unique med- 
ical, social and educational needs. 
To my knowledge, Amy has been 
the “test case” in Andover. The 
dedicated staff at AHS and the 
special-education department have 
provided patience, support and 
encouragement. 

Given the severity of her illness 
and degree of disability, her gradu- 
ation is indeed an accomplish- 
ment. She certainly deserves an 
award for courage and determina- 
tion. We are very proud of her. 

As with many other events she 
has missed, Amy was not able to 
attend the graduation ceremonies, 
but was there in spit.

UPERINTENDENT CLAUDIA BACH is 
standing firm in the face of opposi- 
tion while music parents continue to 
organize and unify. 

Lea La Due Goldstein told the School 
Committee this week that parents have 
started a petition of Andover voters who 
believe instrumental lessons should remain 
during the school day. The petition accu- 
mulated 1,000 signatures last Saturday and 
at least another 250 since then. 

The parents will continue to collect sig- 
natures to submit to the School Committee 
on its meeting Tuesday, June 18, she said. 

Bach’s arguments continue to rest on 
Mass. Department of Education rulings, 
but some parents believe DOE information 
can support their argument. 

In a recent communication to Bach, 


Lucy A. Wall of DOE’s legal department 
said that instrumental music lessons could 
be considered towards the structured learn- 
ing time requirements (as per the DOE’s 
Time and Learning Regulations) if it was 
approved as part of the district’s program of 
studies by the School Committee. 

Under the Time and Learning Regula- 
tions as described in a memorandum by 
former Commissioner of Education Robert 
V. Antonucci, structured learning time is 
defined more loosely as to include, “direct- 
ed study, independent study, technology- 
assisted learning, presentations by persons 
other than teachers, school-to-work pro- 
grams and statewide student performance 
assessments.” 

If the School Committee decides to 
approve instrumental music lessons as a 
“core subject” or “other subject” it would 


prohibit the schools from charging fees for 
the lessons during the day, another of 
Bach’s arguments. 

But parents have offered to raise funds 
so that fees would not be charged 
Andover’s PTO groups regularly raise 
money to donate to the schools 

The School Committee stood by its 
decision this week to support Bach’s stance 
on the matter.

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Ability to learn 
from rough seas

Ross Trainor would rather be 
fishing. Not your lazy, Sun- 
day-afternoon fishing. Wind- 
whipping, boat-tossing, open- 
ocean commercial fishing — 
lobstering, to be precise. 

Trainor has spent the last 
two summers as a stern man 
on a lobster boat in Maine, 
where time is money. 

“You don’t have one minute 
to sit down,” said Trainor, who 
rebaits the traps, bands the 
lobsters claws, tosses the traps 
back and moves to the next 
location. “It’s a battle every 
day. You’ve got to mentally 
prepare yourself.” 

He’s ratcheting his love of 
the ocean up a notch this sum- 
mer when he goes to Alaska to 
work the lobster boats there. 
“It’s the best job,” said Train- 
or, who enjoys the adventure 
as much as the hard work. “A 
rough day (on the water) 1s 
pretty exciting.” 

From Alaska, Trainor will go 
onto Evergreen City College 
in Washington state. “The 
West Coast has always amazed 
me. I’ve always been in awe of 
the place,” he said. 

School also has had its rough 


waters for Trainor, who has 


dyslexia. The concept of direc- 
tions is lost to him. “When 
you say left, I don’t... what is 
that? It doesn’t really mean 
much to me,” he said. But his 
struggles went beyond the 


internal conceptual challenges. 
“School has been a lot differ- 
ent for me.” he said. He called 
the first grade, “the worst days 
of my life. When you're 
younger you get made fun of.” 

His father, Patrick Trainor, 
was a help to him. “He told 
me I wasn’t dumb,” said Train- 
or. Today, Trainor isn't 
ashamed of his dyslexia. “I’m 
proud to have it. I have a dif- 
ferent spin on things. It defines 
a part of me,” he said. 

In high school, Trainor 
found another advocate in his 
English teacher, Eric Pellerin. 
“I connected with him. He 
helped me out a lot with 
becoming who I am,” said 
Trainor. Pellerin introduced 
Trainor to the transcendental- 
ists, Thoreau and Walden, 
which jibed with his love of 
the outdoors and the natural 
world. For Trainor, this was 
the first time he realized that 
“stuff we were learning could 
make us better people.” 

Trainor is also a four-year 
veteran of the AHS baseball 
team, on which he is the catch- 
er. The team is having a tough 
season, which Trainor has 
taken in stride and tried to 
learn from. “It’s been a good 
experience. When it gets hard, 
it’s good,” he said. “We're 
learning a lot losing.

She’s been making “final connections” during 
senior week, reconnecting with friends she’s 
made and trying to meet new people before she 
graduates and her family moves to Maryland.

hen LaPierre of Haverhill studies a building he’s painting, 
he himself is under the watchful eyes of passersby.

Artist Janet Hamlin just dives 
right in. 

Thinking about the peering 
eyes watching her brush as it hes- 
itates over the empty canvas can 
get too stressful. In her three years 
participating in the Essex Art Cen- 
ter’s New Paint Art Auction, that’s 
one thing she’s learned — just do it. 

The annual fundraiser for the 
Lawrence center, held last Satur- 
day, June 1, scatters volunteer 
artists from local communities all 
over the city. Artists pick a spot to 
paint, and they have the day to 
complete their masterpiece — or 
mistake, if things go poorly — and 
return to the Jackson Lumber 
warehouse to auction it off by 
nightfall. No pressure. 

“The first year I couldn’t even 
look up from my painting to talk 
to people,” laughs Hamlin. “I was 
way too stressed!” 

The name New Paint is appro- 
priate, as the paint is barely dry on 
the canvases when they go on the 
auction block. But that’s all part of 
the fun, as far as the passersby 
watching are concerned. 

“They need to be back at Jack- 
son Lumber by 4 p.m., with their 
painting all framed and ready to 
hang,” says Leslie Costello, direc- 
tor of the Essex Art Center. She 
insists she’s never had to twist any 
of the artists’ arms to get them to 
participate. The event has grown 
from 25 artists to 37 this year.

People interested in watching the 
artists paint, and sweat, could pick 
up a map at Jackson Lumber as 
early as 8 a.m. — when the artists 
first hit the pavement. 

“They’re a select group of peo- 
ple that will put themselves on the 
line like this,” Costello says. “A 
lot of them thrive on it.” 

Several Andover artists, includ- 
ing Hamlin, participated in this 
year’s auction event. Former resi- 
dent Tom Edmonds, the former

curator at the Andover Historical 
Society, returned to the Merri- 
mack Valley just to participate in 
the event. Arlene Greenspan of 
Cross Street parked herself on 
Essex Street to paint the buildings 
in that area. 

“You meet a lot of interesting 
characters,” she says. People came 
over to watch her paint, and others 
stopped to tell her the history 
behind the buildings she was illus- 
trating. 

“T’m excited about doing archi- 
tecture like that, because I’m a 
city girl,” says the New York city 
native. “It’s wonderful when the 


kids come over and ask questions. 
They think of a painting-by-num- 
ber kind of thing. They’re pretty 
amazed.” 

“The young kids that came by, 
and their enthusiasm for the art- 
work, was really contagious,” 
agrees Hamlin. “It kind of took 
some of the stress out of it.” 

Both Greenspan and Hamlin 
say they are happy to help support 
the Essex Art Center. Artists par- 
ticipating in the event split the 
profits half-way with the center 
after the auction was over. Despite 


- the rewards, biting fingernails 


through the bidding can be the 
toughest part of the entire event. 

“That’s the nerve-wracking 
part. What if nobody bids on 
this?” says Hamlin. “Just having 
your work held up like that in 
front of everybody, that is very 
stressful.” 

“It’s a piece of you that’s up 
there,” adds Greenspan. 

Greenspan’s painting drew 
$850 that night, and Hamlin’s 
brought in $1,100. There’s always 
the chance that it’s not the most 
popular painting there, but, as 
Greenspan says, “You get hard- 
ened.” 

Then again, if an artist can 
manage to shake off the stress and 
just delve into the paints, wonder- 
ful things can happen. 

“You just go with it,” says 
Hamlin. “And you can get great 
results.”

Preservation fans see red over blue sign 


Andover Hockey Shop sign comes do

OME PASSERSBY MAY HAVE 
NOTICED the disappearance of the 
wooden blue Andover Hockey 
Shop sign from Shawsheen Square. 

Store owner Sandy Gravell tacked 
the sign to the wide, formal columns of 
the Kiley building in March after he 
moved his store across the street. 

The Andover Hockey Shop had 
existed in its former location, adjacent 
to the Shawsheen Luncheonette, for 34 
years. When Gravell decided to move 
to a bigger space, he took the wooden 
sign with him. 

But the sign came down a couple of 
weeks ago because, according to Grav- 
ell, someone concerned with the histo- 
ry and preservation of the town asked 
him to remove it. 

Despite removing it, he told a 
Townsman reporter that he planned to 
sand it down and hang it up from the 
inside of the store. 

“T can’t get rid of that sign. I don’t 
know how many years I’ve had (it),” he 
said.

Commission or Design Advisory
